Similarly it 
appears equally absurd and costly to 
permit artificial city and county boun- 
daries to cut into numerous jurisdic- 
tions in a single homogenous area. 


"In this connection state govern- 


ments should consider the advisability 
of assuming a larger proportion of the 
performance of certain services now 
handled by both state and loval gov- 
ernments, such as highways, educa- 
tion, public health and the like."

™ hatchlrig In the west to 
ihe next election Into the House 
of Representatives- leaves the cap 
Ital undisturbed but reminded again 
lhat you can do a lot^bf tricks with 
the electoral college. 


The idea Is to elect slates of In- 


dependent electors in various states 
who would vote1 neither for the Re- 
publican nor the Democratic candi- 
date but would nave enough elec- 
toral votes to prevent either from 
obtaining the majority essential for 
Election. Then, according to. the 
promoters of the fantastic scheme, 
25 western,states, each with a sin* 
gle presidential .vote, in the House, 
co'uld elect a president' who would 
lie friendly to western interests and 
not subservient to the financially 
and industrially dominant east. 


.A fizzle for this Can be predicted 
with * considerable assurance. The 
possibility that some such, trick 
might sometime work and cause .all 
sorts of excitement and confusion 
is what makes the story int.eres'tirigl 


It is quite possible to imagine ^he 


lack of a majority In the college 
ind a subsequent election in the 
House. The prospect was widely im- 
aglned, in fact,.as recently as the 
year 1934 when.the late Senator 
LaFolIette became' a third, party 
candidate. There is not now any 
discernible movement • for a third 
party effort in 1932; but the elec- 
tion is likely to be so close that It 
wouldn't; take very many-electoral 
votes to prevent a majority.

every .representative. Also, that if 
a candidate carries, say New Tork, 
by 1.000.000 votes .to his opponent's, 
999,999 the latter gets no credit for 
the 999,999 in the' electoral college 
because a full slate is elected on a 
unit rule basis, 


It is consequently possible for a 


candidate to receive a plurality of 
the popular vote and still lose. That 
has happened two or three times, 
the last victim being Grover Cleve- 
land in 1888. But when the House 
votes for a president—as it did last 
in 1824—there are 13 smaller states 
each with three representatives or 
less which become just .as impor- 
tant as the IS- largest states which 
have more than 10 times their 
population. The number of repre- 
sentatives averages about nine to 
a state and there are 28 states 
which are now entitled to eight or 
fewer.
